AXIS BROADCAST ADMITS EVACUATION OF GUADALCANAL 


T okyo Says T roops 
Withdrawn After 
Fulfilling Mission 


By the Associated Press 
Japan's imperial headquarters was quoted by Axis 
broadcasts today as announcing that Japanese forces have 
evacuated Guadalcanal island in the Solomons, ending a six- 
months campaign. 
Thus Tokyo admitted defeat of its half-year effort to 
prevent complete American occupation of Guadalcanal. 
It 
was Japan’s first admission in this war of abandonment of 
vital territory. 
Berlin said an official Tokyo announcement admitted 
that Japanese troops had withdrawn “after their missions 
had been fulfilled.” 
The broadcast said the Japanese also announced the 
evacuation of the Buna area in New Guinea apparently an 
admission, nearly three weeks delayed, of the destruction of 
the Jap army in Papua by General MacArthur^ American 
and Australian forces. 
The announcement put Japanese losses in the two thea­ 
ters at 16,734 dead. The Associated Press recorded the Ber­ 
lin broadcast. Reuters, in London, heard the same announce­ 
ment on the Tokyo rario, while the OWI reported it also was 
broadcast from Tokyo on a beam for Latin America.

“Citizens who wouldn’t break a law or violate a regu­ 
lation react to shortages and rationing like ten-year- 
olds,” she continues. 
“It is a common thing to hear a woman say ‘I have 
more sugar on my shelves now than I ever had before 
in my life’—indicating that she thinks because she is 
entitled to a certain amount of sugar she has to buy it 
whether she needs it or not. 
She intends to get every­ 
thing that is coming to her. 
“The same thing is true of gasoline. The driver who 
uses his gasoline sparingly and linds he has a coupon or 
two that will be out-dated in a few days goes on a rid­ 
ing spree—if he lives in a state where pleasure driving 
isn’t rationed. It doesn’t occur to him that it would be 
a fine thing if everyone could leave an unused coupon 
or two in his book for each rationing period. 
“When meats and canned goods are rationed, house­ 
wives will probably feel they must buy the limit, even 
though several members of their family eat a good 
many meals out they don’t actually need all they are 
allowed.” 
' 
Miss Millet says it’s a childish, self-centered attitude 
—yet it is too prevalent in America today. 
It would 
help the war effort if we would buy just what we need 
instead ol feeling we have to buy everything that is 
coming to us.
